Twenty lemiiiig luerehaiits signed a iietition tc. 
ask tlovenior Pleasant to stop racing for th«> dura- 
tion of the war. Tliroiigh tlie signatures of tliesi 
twtiity merchants maii.v others fell in line. Then 
came news from Washington tliat the remount 
division. tJcm-ral U. K. Wootl and otlier high mili- 
tary officials had urgently reipiestetl the con- 
tinii.-inis' of racing. Mayor ISehmian of New Orleans 
thcii iiKik a stand in favor of the sfiort. and said 
ciean racing iimiierly conducted would have all tin 
su;i]Mirt he could give it. * 

Government tiffieials then insisted that Weiii- 
lierger stoii iuinH'diately using the name of tin 
Atnericaii Protective !>>ague in his campaign against 
racing, and Weinherger was compelled to come on* 
with the anuouiuvment that he was going to carry 
on his fight as an individual, and in no way would 
«siuiier-t the government with it. He apiiealed to 
tJovertMir Pleasant to stop racing, hut the Louisian;' 
state executive flatly told Weinberger he would 
take no action, and that If tlie United States gov- 
ernment dcsiretl to stop racing it had it in its 
|K»wcr to do s»». 

The upshot of it all was tlie great majority 
of the merchants who had signed, realizing they 
liu«l Is'en misled into tlie lielief the government 
liad asked them, issued a public statement today, 
withdrawing their names and declaring themselves 
lieartily in fav<ir of elean racing as long as the 
g'lveriinient does not desire it stopped. 

The diro<*tors of th«* Business Men’s Racing As- 
s<M-iation thanked the merchants and gave them 
assurauee that the racing interests were heart and 
soul with their i-ountry in the winning of the war 
and that they would immediately comply with any 
reiinest tlie government might make regarding 
the suspension or curtailment of racing.

LATONIA MEETING STILL DELAYED 

Kentucky State Board of Health at Meeting of 
Wednesday Declines to Lift *‘Fln” Ban, 

Cincinnati. O., October 31. — .\fter consulting yes- 
terday with the meniliers of the Kentucky State 
Racing Comniission. which met at Lexington to 
«*onsider the situation growing out of the repeat. d 
postponement of the opening of the I^atonia fall raia- 
juei'ting. and hearing from President Harvey Meyers 
wIki attended the meeting of the Kentucky Stat' 
Ihiard of Health at Louisville, General Mantige;- 
John Haclimeister of the Latonia Jockey Cluh ex- 
pressed hims<-lf as much eueouraged over the pros- 
]ie<-ts for beginning the rueing at Latonia in tin 
near future. 

Mr. llaehmeister let it be known that there is on 
tlnnight of abandoning the plan for eondiicting the 
meeting as soon as the restnetions imposi*d by the 
liealtli authorities are removed or mollified. From 
the time the ban was imposed he has taken a st.^nd 
In perfis't harmony with the health authorities and 
has not at any time asked for any relief inenm- 
fiatlble with the protei-tion of the public health. 
Tliis will ^•olltinue to be his attitude until the 
ban is lifted. 

It has been intimated that the restrictions which 
liave prevented the o|i<-iiiiig of the Latonia meeting 
may he modified next week. The moment they an- 
lifted Manager IJai-hmeistiT pro|ioses to proceed witl. 
the racing and the horsemen at the track will be 
advised tomorrow to keep their horsi's right on edge 
so that the mi*etiug can be opened at the shortest 
notice.

The change in track conditions left ^ly Miil- 
way. Exterminator and Tombolo to contest the 
tenth running of the National Handicap at one 
mile and an eighth and they finished in the order 
named. Midway getting the verdict by a head 
after a brilliant struggle with Exterminator that 
lasteil tlie entire lengtii of the contest, Tnmholn 
being a distant follower throughout. 

Tlie secondanl feature of the afternoon, the Old 
Glory Purse, was nothing more than a canter for 
the speedy Flags, which found little apiiosition 
from Biilse and Etruscan, the only other starters. 

The black gelding Mormon Elder put up a slash- 
ing iierfomianoe to win the oiiening dash, beating 
tlie highly fanciwl St. Qiientin by a head. Favored 
at the start, St. Qiientin quickly dnsheil into a big 
lead and set a renitirkably fast pai-e i-oiisidering the 
heavy going. However, tliis proved his undoing, 
for wlien entering the stretch he began to tire, 
whlcli fact did -not escape the alert Ensor, wlw 
immediately went to the whip on Mormon Eider, 
and tlie black gelding responding in game fashion 
caught and passed St. Quentin in the final strides.

The running of the Au Revoir Liberty Bond Purse 
furnisheil a surprise in the defeat of Foreground 
and Arriet, especially the latter, which was heavily 
backed. The winner turned up in Douglass 8. after 
a spirited closing drive with John I. Day. 

Jim Arthur’s colors were seen in front in the 
sixth when his Cobalt Lass easily beat Graphic 
and Queen of the Sea. The latter was the pro- 
nounced favorite, but ran a poor race. 

The long distance rai'c of the day was robbed 
of much interest when Star Shooter, second choice, 
was left at the post. The elimination of Star 
Shooter left clear sailing for Goldcrest Boy, which 
led all the way to win by a safe margin. 

The concluding race of the meeting proved easy 
for E. K. Bryson’s Sky Pilot, the old plater leading 
throughout by a safe margin, apparently favored by 
tlie going.

HOW" GERMAN BREEDING " GREW .. 

Much Early Opposition to Count Lehndorff’s Flan 
and English Aides, 

Facilities were afforded me in days gone by. 
when there was no talk outside Germany of the 
hidden plans for recommencing the campaign aban- 
doned in 1871. or of the dream of Bismarck, ft’' 
romiem Richelieu of a new world’s empire to travel 
tlirough Germany, visiting the principal centers of 
bre<“tling. The attention paid to the remount de- 
partment proved that the master of the horse. Count 
I.ielindorff, had little faith in the thonuighhred as 
sire or dam of the cavalry supply for the cani- 
paigii niap|>ed out by the kaiser only just frees! 
fn>m the tutelage of Bismarck, tlie imliticul sisinsor 
of the Hohenzollerii dynasty. It was a long and 
perilous task undertaken by tlie finance ministcf 
of gatliering in taxes with one hand aiMl res|s>nd- 
ing to the demands of the different departments 
connected with the military administration. Count 
Lelindorff, who might have been Justly styled Ger- 
many’s premier siiortsmaii, was persona grata at 
tlie Berlin court. He was devoted to the thorough 
linal. No imiiortant race in Eumpe found him ;<h- 
sciit from the Jockey Club stand to watch every 
incident from start to finish. He was a kc«*n jui'ge 
of the liorse, and though another may fill the place 
from which death has removerl him he will be 
greatly missed. He had many difficulties to en 
counter when he establislied the stud at Gradit?. 
It was liard to convince the government offic’als 
who were delegaterl by the minister of agriculture 
and finance of the importance of the stud he hao 
formed in the teeth of opposition from eacli fiscal 
department. Racing was not in high favor save a* 
a pastime for officers, and though the Jockey Club- 
at Ilanilmrg and Berlin had enrolled gentlemen of 
position who took an interest in the sport at Horner 
M«M»r and at Hoppegarten, they looked on tiie es- 
tablishment at Graditz as an attack on their privi- 
leges.

Tlie inissession of a racing stable gave 
a certain amount of “kudos” to its owner, and the 
establishments of Baron Oppenhelm and the new ven- 
ture of Baron Bleicliroeder a» Koenierliof, w'ho was 
killed in an automobile accident on returning home 
from the Grand Prix de Paris, were held in liign 
regard. Tlie Messrs. Weinberg, wlio liad monopo- 
lized tlie trade in aniline dyes before the war, were 
oiiiiobled with the German “Von” for the stud 
they had instituted Just outside Frankfort. These 
are all private camcems. Much interesting informa- 
tion regarding the commencement of Prussian gov 
emmeiit studs, their origin ami pnigress could be 
given by Richard Wangh, who is still in Germany, or 
by his brother, W. Waugh, both of whom were ad- 
mitted to the counsels of the late Count Lelin- 
dorff when lie was uuravelling the problems of the 
military supply of horses for the German cava'ry 
and artillery. — Paris Corresimiident of Loudon Spvrts-

cavalry horse’s eilueation. Some of these half- 
breds were of siicli merit tliat they won oi»en steeple- 
ehasi’s. EverylMidy knows wliat horses, eitlier tiior- 
roiiglibred or with thorouglibred bloftd in tlieni, 
liave done, not only in the pres«*nt war, but in 
earlier ones, and tlieir reputation needs no further 
vindication, but I cannot refrain from publishing 
the oiiinion of tlie French commissioner, Lt. G. *. 
Leroy, who lias been assisting the United States 
army autlioritii s in their search for suitable sires for 
use at their hn-eding reservations in Virginia and 
other states.— “Vigilant” in London Siiortsman.

KILLING AN ALLIGATOR 

A friend and myself were walking along the edge 
of a hummock "which bordered on a sawgrass 
swamp. It was a iiot day in March and tlie binls 
were singing full blast. My friend looked out into 
one of the nind holes and there, with his body 
lialf up on a tussock, was one of the largest alli- 
gators I have seen in Florida. We made our plans 
to come back the next day at noon and cook that 
old hog-eater’s hash. 

Tlie next day wc sailed forth, or rather waded, 
to the ’gator’s hiding place. He was lying in the 
same iiosition as the day before. My partner was 
to attack him from a little tussock and I was 
to cover his attack with my .38. 

•After sliding over bonnet roots and stepping into 
bog holes my friend arrived at the first line trench, 
lie was armed with a 12-guage pump gun, loaded 
with buckshot. I took up my position in water 
knee deep, and at signal we both opened fire. 
Wliat a noise; the boom, boom, of the shotgun and 
the iKiw, pow of my pistol! The ’gator made straight 
for me. Why he should pick on me is more than I 
can tell, but he was coming on. Was I scared? 
Oh, no, not a bit! I will leave that for you to 
guess. 

I fired four shots into liis moutli. wliieli seemed 
to have no more effect on him than water; but the 
fifth sliot went through his right eye and lodged 
in tlie baek of his head. This one stopped him, lie 
turneil over and showed the wliite of his belly, and 
we knew we liad him. After miieli pulling and 
hauling, to say nothing of enssing, we got him to 
shore. He measured 9 fe«‘t 11 3-4 inches. 

His stomach contained a hog that mnst have 
weighed thirty pounds, a snake, three bass and some 
feathers.

traveling in THE WOODS 

M lieu going through the underbriisli tlie wimkJs- 
nian cannot see far ahead and so lays a true e<mrse 
l».v noting ‘the position of the sun. For instaiiee. 
ill the northern hemisphere the sun rises just 
south of east and sets s<imewhtre south of due west, 
lienee if one is going north he should keep tlie sun 
on his back and to the right shoulder in the morn- 
ing hours, full on the buck at n<«>n. and on the 
liack over the left shoulder throughout the after- 
noon liours. 

L'imiii a cloudy day set the iioiiit of a knife blade 
on the tliiiiiib nail, twist it around until tlie fuu 
sliadow is east on the nail and this will indicate 
the true position of the sun. 

The direetioii of tlie wind is apt to cliange, and 
for tliis reason is an unreliable guide, while the 
so-called signs of the woods — such as tips of ever- 
greims pointing nortli. luirk being thicker on the 
iiiirth side of frees — cannot he depended iiisiii. As a 
uliole. there is no dciiendemv to be placed U|ioii 
tio-se signs. However, every wiMxIsmaii knows that 
• lie foliage of trei-s grows thicker oii the s.iuth 
side and lhat the hraiiehes are shorter ami more 
l:notty on the tnirlli side, hut th«*se indicatioiis are 
recognized by few inexperienced men. When travel- 
ing by iiiglit hiok for the Big Dipp»*r or Great 
Bear, as the two cml stars, known as the |>ointera, 
point to the noKh star. 



Tlie pelicans of laiuisiana have been investigated 
and found not guilty of damaging the fishing in- 
dustry of tlie state, says a writer in the Christian 
ScieiMv Monitor. ('oniplaints to this effect liail 
been lodged with the state ornithologist. Stanley 
.Arthur, b.r a number of fisherman, who further 
■irged that the year-round protection of the great 
birds should be removed. What Mr. Arthur found, 
iu the course of his visit to every fishing settle- 
ment of the state, was that the pelican feeds prin- 
cipally uiKin menhaden, a small, pI^ntifnI. oily fish 
of value only for fertiliser and which swarms in 
the shoal waters of the liayous and inlets along tlic* 
"oast. Huge schools of the menhaden get into the 
fishermen’s seines and so clog tlie mesls's that it 
often takes hours to clear them out. liours wasted 
that might be occupied In taking food fish. 

It is also asserted tliat the iwrsons wiio had 
started the <‘omplaint against tlie pelican were 
barked by a company which planned to make a 
thin, high-priced leather from tlie beak pouches 
of tlie birds and to use the feathers for women’s 
hats. As a result of the investigation the pro- 
tective law will remain in force and the pelican will 
continue the aid which he is giving the $7,000,000 
fisliing industry in I.,onisiana by helping keep dowu 
the numbers of the menhaden. 

Mr. Arthur suci-eeded in getting photographs 
showing the pelican feeding its young, the young 
bird having its head and beak entirely within the 
beak poiirh of the irnrent bird, eating the fish the 
older iieliean liad brought home from the sea. 

The omitliologist also learned that the pelican, 
in tlie Ixniisiana coast latitude, lays eggs and 
hatches its young at almost all seasons of the year. 
On the islands and mudflats along the gulf tlie 
expedition found fresh eggs as well as eggs in ail 
stages of incubation, newly-batched birdlings, 
birds Just getting their first feathers and half- 
grown pelicans Just beginning to venture out to 
.sea. 

During the tour Mr. Artliur and his party found 
a hitlierto unreportwl colony of .50.000 on one of 
the many mudflats of the Mississippi delta. At 
certain seasons of the year these mudflats are vir- 
tually submerged, and it was noted that the nests 
were built only on the highest parts, leading to the 
belief that the birds rear their young there all 
tlie year round. Mr. Arthur estimates that there 
arc probably l,00b,000 pelicans in Louisiana. 

• 

THE RIFLE AND BIG GAME 

The shoulder is always taken by the experienced 
hunter whenever taissible. It is the object of this 
shot to break the shoulder Joint and thus prevent 
the use of the fore legs. It is a vital shot he- 
cau8<> the bullet has a good chance to pas.s either 
throiigli the Iieart or lungs, which will drop the 
animal in its tracks. This is the most effective 
of all shots and as the bniiter more often sights 
ills game when it is running away, the shoulder 
sliot is more used tlian any other. The exact s|M>t 
to aim at depends ii|iou the distance of the range 
and the rate of movement of the animal. About 
four inches aliead of the fore leg Joiut is the best 
place to sight for. 

The front shot has for its object a liit iu the 
heart or lungs. It is a useful shot and tlie bullet 
placed as designed has an enormous shocking fxiwer 
oil the animal, usually raking the entire vitals, 
cutting through the heart and lungs and often 
breaking tlie animal’s spine. The point to aim for 
is Just above the breast-bone and it Is safer to 
sight a trifle higher tlian this point rather than 
lower, since in the latter Case the bullet may 
strike the heavy breast-bone and be deflected. 
By aiming midway between the chin of the animal 
and the crotch of the fore legs the chances are 
favorable to strike the vital zone. 

Tlie head shot is a brain shot and is only used 
by the experienced hunter when it is difficult to 
land a shoulder or front shot. As the bruin is well 
up to tlie top of the head, the best point to sight 
for is about halfway between the eyes and a shade 
higher than the center of tliese organs. Tliis sliot 
is most effective when tlie hunter stands a trifle 
above the game, or shoots wlien the game is charg- 
ing head down. If on a level aim Just above the 
eyes and if close to the game, land the bullet Just 
below the eyes. 

The ear sliot is taken at close quarters and the 
IKiiut to sight for is the inside of the ear at its 
base. In tills and the head shot the chief tiling 
for the hunter to do is to keep cool and keep in 
mind the position of the brain. These are the best 
shots, but there are many others, as tlie neck 
shot, rear or spine shots, etc. All these sliots are 
uncertain because of the smaller area of tlie vital 
zones and the game is more likely to be only 
slightly wounded and rarely killed on the s|»ot ex- 
cepting by a lucky chance. 

CATCHING THE CUNNING COYOTE 

Wyoming is a great country for trapping. We 
have lots of coyotes, weasel, muskrat and bailger, 
a few mink, bobcats and wolves and in the niniiii- 
tains, also bear, mountain lion, marten, fox ami 
lynx. I am trapping coyotes for a sheep man ami 
am having pretty good luck. Tlie biggest night's 
catch was three c-oyotes, but of course there are 
nights when I don’t get any. 

I use bait in the winter and scent iu the full 
and spring. For bait 1 use horse, cow or slieep. 
but sometimes I iis<‘ rabbit and chicken. I generally 
make several baits out of a horse or cow auil scat- 
ter them out and put my traps at them, but when 
I don’t cut a big bait up I let the coyotes eat oii 
it before I put niy traps at it as tliey are not so 
lear.v of it then. Ikist spring I dug out two litters 
of young coyotes, six in one den and four in tlie 
other, but I didn’t get either of the old ones. 

Ijist Slimmer a friend of mine started after a 
.Touiig coyote to roi>e liim. When he threw tlie 
rope it went a little past the coyote, but the coy- 
ote ran right into tlie loop and the fellow pulled on 
the rope and had liini. He* took him iHime and had 
him tied up for several weeks when one day it 
broke loose and left, forgetting to come back. One 
day wlieii I went to my trails I had a ferret, which 
is the seeond one tliat was ever seen in this eouii- 
try. The mink in this eountry are not hard to 
eatch aud I fed safe in saying lhat oiie-third of 
them are caught in muskrat sets, as there is a giNat 
deal of muskrat trapping done along the er»*eks 
iinil sloughs. Tliere is seldom any bear killed in 
this country, but every once in a while during the 
summer one raids a slieep eamp. tearing the tent 
all to ribbons ami eating all the syrup, jam. bacon 
and the like., then si>es how miieh he ean destroy. 
One fellow told me that one eame to his eamp and 
ale a ease of eggs, but I'll let you judge for your- 
self \vlietlii*r ft is true or not. For a isiyiite gun 
I have a .32 siB'eial WiiH-hester earhiiie which is 
g good gnn, but I think something on the ortler of a 
.22 high power wouM M- better as tlie lead trarels 
mueh faster. — George Fryer, Wytinilug, iu Uuater-

HOW TO USE THE COMPASS 

A small poi-ket compass affixed to a leatlier thong 
and carried in the breast pocket and fastened to a 
iNittou of the shirt is a valuable item for th- 
hunter. But the compass is of little value if u 
person does not know liow to use it. It e.-iiinot b< 
read like a watch, and it will not tell in what 
direction to traveL However, tlie iii-edle swings 
freely on its pitot and tlie blue end always points 
to the magnetic north. Tlie true north lies a de- 
gn-e or more to either side of the m.ngnetic north 
In the west for iiistaui-e, the iii'i'dh' will lie at- 
tracted a trifli' to the i-ast, wliile in the ei'.st it 
will swing a trifle to the wist of the true north. 
This magnetic variation iiei-il not lie taken inti 
ai-i-ount by the woodsman wlio may consider it ti 
point to the true north, for absolute accuracy is not 
regarded on laud as essential as on sea. 

To avoid any possibility of ci.nfusion tlie wooilstnar. 
will do well to take tlie pnicaution to serati-li on tin 
back of the case these letters: B. N., meaning 

blue equate north. If this is done even the tender- 
foot will be certain to remember and read the com- 
pass rightly, however confused lie may be when 
finding he has lost his way. 

Th© compass ueeille is attrai-ted to iron and stwl. 
and should be kept away from tlie guii aud hatchet. 
To use the compass hold it level and press the stop, 
if it has one. to allow tlie needle to swing free. 
Note some landmark, such as a prominent tree, 
iiigh cliff, etc., lying in the direction traveled and 
go directly to Uiis object. Consult the c-ompass 
frequently when making a detour or when the land- 
mark passes out of sight. When this mark is 
reached select another farther on and continue to I
